BERLIN, Dec. 6.—What the Ger- 
many of today needs is a totally new 
diagnosis of its economic and indus- 
trial situation. Even a blind man 
realizes that Germany is at the end 
of its power today. 

The talk of fulfillment of both pri- 
vate and political debts is the most 
laughable thing imaginable, if it were 
not so sad and so tragic. Unfortu- 
nately, this is the case. 

Anybody familiar with the speech 
Premier Laval delivered recently in 
Paris must admit that official French 
opinion has not progressed one inch 
and has not even begun to realize the 
gravity of the economical preblem of 
the world today. 

To be sure, enlightened British and 
American opinion years ago recog- 
nized the suicidal insanity of the eco- 
nomic arrangement forced by the vic- 
torious powers of Germany in 191S8- 
1919. It will be remembered that 
Professor Maynard Keynes, of Cam- 
bridge University, raised his voice in 
the critical days, calling the atten- 
tion of the world public to the eco- 
nomic disaster working behind <zhe 
tyrannical paragraphs and the whole 
| hideously insane Versailles document.

The keynote of the Ver- 
sailles encyclopedia was blind hatred 
solemnized by the signatures of all 
the “great statesmen” of the world, 
the German delegation having been 
forced previously to indorse this docu- 
ment. The Versailles treaty was sign- 
ed under duress, yet this circumstance, 
which alone would suffice to disqual- 
ify any agreement in the eyes of the 
law, was cannonized and sanctified 
by the concerted efforts: of a large 
majority of the world governments 
and the world press. 

This continued long years, without 
any noticeable effort on the part of 
the weak-kneed German government 
to bring things to an issue. Yet 
economic conditions claimed, in their 
increasingly sinister development, a 
revision rearrangement for Germany 
and the rest of the world. 

Cites Unemployment. 

I need only allude to the tremen- 
dous army of the unemployed as an 
accursed consequence of the Versailles 
arrangement. I need only call at- 
tention to the gigantic sums necessary 
in various countries of the world to 
prevent the perishing and revolting of 
the unemployed masses. 

Does the world realize that if Ger- 
many actually could fulfill her politi- 
cal payment under the Versailles 
treaty that this could only be effected 
| by screwing up German coments to 
| the fantastic figures of $15,000,000,- 
000 to $20,000,000,000 yearly? Does 
the world realize the consequences— 
that it automatically means. the 
breakdown of almost all the existing 
economic systems? 

It would mean dumping compared 
with which Russian dumping dwarfs 
to nothingness.

Floridan and Arizonan 
Say Steps Must Be Tak- 
en To Correct Practice 
of Holding Companies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—On the 
eve of the opening of congress the 
voices of two additional democratic 
members of the senate were heard to- 
day in support of editorial demands 
expressed by The Atlanta Constitution 
for congressional action to check re- 
financing and merger activities of 
large corporate interests. 

Senator Duncan U. Fletcher, of 
Florida, and Senator Carl Hayden, 
of Arizona, rated among the conserva- 
tive element of their party, both an- 
nounced they would support a move 
for a general consideration of these 
menacing conditions. 

“There is no question about the ob- 
ligation resting upon congress in the 
premises,” said the Florida senator, 
himself a native Georgian. “For ten 
years the country has witnessed an 
orgy of corporate financing that 
should have warned us of what was 
to follow. 

Will Support Federal Action. 

“I am informed by responsible per- 
sons that during the height of the 
speculative fever which swept the 
country in 1928 and 1929 securities 
were unloaded upon the _ public 
through ‘false representation” at a 
price of over 50 billion dollars more 
than their actual worth, resulting in 
many bank failures and the throwing 
of thousands of persons out of work 
when the final crash came. 

“In the face of such startling dec- 
larations congress cannot afford to 
sit idly by. It should be our duty 
to go thoroughly into the situation and 
determine what measure’ of © federal 
“| regulation and control can be ander- 
taken as a remedy. I will support 
moves to this end.” 

Senator Fletcher is at present the 
ranking democratic member of the 
commerce committee. He is a former 
chairman of that body, also, having 
presided over its affairs when the 
democrats were in control under the 
Wilson administration. As one of 
the oldest members of the senate in 
point of service his adherence will 
add weight to any measure he sup- 
ports. 

Senator Hayden is an old-fashioned 
states rights democrat who doesn’t be- 
lieve in the federal government in- 
truding too much in state affairs, but 
he is emphatic in his opinion that 
“when great holding companies are 
organized in one state with the pri- 
mary purpose of controlling business 
properties in many states, it is ob- 
vious that a nationwide interest is 
involved which is, and which should 
be, the concern of the federal govern- 
ment.” 

Pillage of Consumer and Investor. 

Referring to that part of The Con- 
stitution’s “Pillage of the Consumer 
and the Innocent Investor” editorial. 
wherein it is pointed out that the 
democratic platform of 1924 strongly 
condemned ‘financial strangling of in- 
nocent investors,” Senator Hayden 


said: 

“The democratic platform of 
1924 consequently lays down the 
principle upon which regulatory 
legislation should be based. Con- 
gress should outlaw every form of 
high finance which does not con- 
form strictly to the laws of any 
state wherein promoters may do 
business. Congress. should make 
sure that there is no interstate 
commerce in watered stock. Fur- 
ther, congress should enact a blue 
sky law to supervise the disposal 
to the public of any securities is- 
sued by such companies.” * 

Where States Are Responsible. 

Senator Hayden supplemented his 
demand for federal regulation of hold- 
ing companies, however, by adding 
that “all states can, and many states 
do, adequately protect their own citi- 
zens from. loss by properly supervis- 
ing the sale of stocks and bonds is- 
sued by corporations organized under 
the laws of and doing business within 
the state.” | 

“The power. of the state to control 
the issue of such securities is ample 
and needs no federal reinforcement,” 
concludes the senator. 

After serving his state for 16 con- 
secutive years in the house of repre- 
sentatives, Senator Hayden was elect- 
ed to the upper chamber, . where his 
first term will expire in 1933. He 
entered the senate with a comprehen-

In the spotlessly clean 
towns of Latin-America such an of- 
fender would be hustted off to jail. 

It would be well if the unem- 
ployed could be put to work at the 
job of keeping Atlanta’s streets 
clean, as suggested by Mrs. Bran- 
don, but we will never equal our 
sister cities in ‘that respect. until 
we develop such pride in our civic 
appearance as will cause us to aban- 
don our careless and indifferent 
habit of throwing into the street 
whatever we have no further use 
for.

ATLANTA’S “HELL HOLE.” 

Atlanta is faced with no more 
urgent civic need than the erection 
of proper quarters in which to care 
for those imprisoned while awaiting 
trial. Conditions in the present jail 
are a disgrace to the good name of 
the city and a menace to the health 
of the community. 

These conditions are described as+ 
“shocking” in a communicafion ap- 
pearing elsewhere on this page from 
Mrs. James R. Bachman, a promi- 
nent Atlanta civic worker. 

They have been declared intoler- 
able by Chief. Beavers, Chairman 
Richards of the police committee, 
by other members of council and 
by civic leaders who have had oc- 
casion to visit the jail. 

The sick and the well, innocent 
and guilty, are dumped in together 
in dirty, unsanitary and dark holes, 
miscalled cells. Many of the Dris- 
oners have to sleep on the. floor, 
their only pillows the shoulders of 
their cellmates. 

Worn-out plumbing and a broken- 
down and inefficient heating system 
add to the misery of the prisoners 
and the 40 or 50 “sleepers’’ who 
come to the jail each night for 
shelter. 

The jail is, to use the words of 
Chief Beavers, a “hell hole,” the 
like of which is undoubtedly not to 
be found in any other city in 
America. 

It constitutes a shame to the 
good name of the city which must 
be removed with the least possible 
delay. 


FARMERS’ MARKETS. 

At' a meeting held in Marietta 
last week representative farmers 
and businessmen adopted definite 
plans for the operation of a. farm- 
ers’ marketing and exchange system 
to assist farmers in marketing their 
surplus food and feed products, and 
to arrange for practical demonstra- 
tions on how to produce and pre- 
pare these products to enable them 
to successfully compete with im- 
ported articles. 

Similar projects should be launch- 
ed without delay in every city and 
large town in Georgia so that farm- 
ers who drastically reduce their cot- 
ton acreage in 1932 may know in|. 
advance of the planting season that 
there will be a market awaiting their 
food crops. 

If this is done the money that 
goes out of every community for 
imported food and feedstuffs will be 
kept at home; the farmers who are 
the first. to be benefited, will put 
it back into circulation, and the en- 
tire community will be benefited. 

Farmers of the southeastern 
States may be relied upon to do 
their part in providing ample food 
and feedstuffs for the section if the 
businessmen and citizens generally 
will do their part in providing a 
market. 

The civic clubs of Marietta are 
reported as being actively interest- 
ed in the launching of the move- 
ment for a farmers’ market in that 
little city. Practically every city or 
town in the southeast has one or 
more of these organizations and 
they could find few more direct 
ways of bettering conditions in their 
communities than through sponsor- 
ing the establishment of a market. 

The south annually imports in 
the neighborhood of a billion dol- 
lars’ worth of food and feedstuffs 
that could be raised at home. Every 
county contributés its quota to this 
huge sum and it is not surprising 
therefore that conditions generally 
in the agricultural sections of the 
south have steadily grown worse. 
The business and financial inter- 
ests can go a long way towards put- 
ting an end to this senseless. sit- 
uation by seeing to it that the 
farmer has an outlet at home for

It was authoritatively émphasized 
that operations designed to drive the 
Chinese behind the great wall would 
not be initiated until ample warning 
was given. Part of the plan, it was 
believed, would include airplane scout- 
ing and other maneuvers. 


NANKING FIRM IN PLAN 

TO HOLD OUT AT CHINCHOW 

NANKING, Dec. 6.—(#) —The 
Chinese government has decided not to 
evacuate Chinchow, and will order its 
troops to resist in the event of a 
Japanese attack, an official spokes- 
man said tonight. 

At the same time, Foreign Minister 
Wellington Koo withdrew his resigna- 
tion and decided to carry on after a 
unanimous appeal from government 
official News that Dr. Alfred Sze, 
Chinese’ delegate to the League coun- 
cil, also had rescinded his resignation 
was confirmed in official sources. 

The governmént spokesman made 
his statement in connection with dis- 
patches from Mukden via Tokyo, say- 
ing General Honjo had communicated 
with Marshal Chang Hsueh-liang at 
Peiping, and insisted that he with- 
draw his soldiers from the Chinchow 
area, 

Referring to the League's council's 
resolution looking toward a_ neutral 
zone, the spokesman said China ob- 
jected on two grounds—first, because 
no fixed date had been set for the 
completion of Japanese withdrawal, 
and, second, because Japan was given 
police rights to deal with banditry in 
the proposed zone. 

If the council fails to support the 
modification China suggests, he con- 
tinued, China will be compelled to ac- 
cept the resolution with three -reser- 
vations. These are: 

. That, as a signatory to the cov- 
enant of the League, the Washington 
nine-power treaty, the Kellogg pact 
and other international agreements, 
China reserves the right to invoke any 
of these three instruments. 

2. China objects to the right Japan 
demands to suppress banditry. 

3. China reserves all rights to de- 
mand compensation for losses result- 
ing from the Japanese occupation.

PARIS, Dec. 6.—(#)—Drafters of 
the League of Nations’ program for

According to a bulletin (No. 920) 


}issued by the buréau of animal indus- 


‘try, United ape eer nerete depart- 
ment, goat’s milk eontains 5.99 per 
cent fat and cow's milk only 3.0 per 
cent fat. Perhaps that is a trifle 
higher than goat's milk ordinarily 
contains, . Other sou put the pra- 
portion of fat in goat's milk at some 
where between 4.07 per cent and 4.80 
per cent. “he 

Goat’s milk contains rather * less 
—_ than cow’s milk, the average 
milk sugar (lactose) content of goat's 
milk being 4.0 per cent and of cow's 
milk 5.30 percent: . 

The same milk goat breeder who 
furnishes these data with their sources 
indicated, tells. me that goat's milk 
is alkaline in reaction whereas he 
says cow’s milk is acid. That is not 
quite correct as to cow’s milk; cow’s 
milk is alkaline, and only hecomes 
acid as it sours. 

However, goat’s milk is slightly su- 

rior to cow’s milk as a food for in- 
fant or child. It is superior because 
it is slightly more nutritious, slightly 
more digestible, and especially free 
from tubercle bacilli. 

The goat is ev immune to 
tuberculosis. he cow is extremely 
susceptible to tuberculosis. Cow's milk 
is not unlikely to contain tubercle 
bacilli. I don't know, if indeed any- 
body knows, just what effect such bo- 
vine tubercle bacilli may have in the 
baby or child, if the baby or child re- 
ceires as food cow's milk which hap- 
pens to contain living bovine tubercle 
bacilli. Many pathologists believe bo- 
vine tuberele bacilli may produce 
glandular and bone tuberculosis — ih 
children. The more I study the mat- 
ter the less I know about it. But any- 
way, I think we should insist on one 
of three measures to protect infants 
ard ildren against the possibility 
of such infection, namely, certified 
milk exclusively, or else tuberculin 
testing of all cows and removal of all 
reactors from the milk-producing herd, 
or else boiling of all milk or par- 
boiling (pasteurization) to kill off any 
such germs before the milk is given 
the baby or child. 

Of course where a family is for- 
tunate enough to have a milk goat of 
its own, or to be able to buy gont’s 
milk, the baby or child is in luck. 

Prejudices such as the one based 
on the notion that goats are malodor- 
ous, should not deter any family from 
keeping a milk goat. Does are no more 
maladorous than- are cows. 

A goat requires comparatively less 
feed than a cow, per quart of milk 
produced, and gives two to four quarts 
of the purest and choicest milk daily. 

Suburban, village and small town 
families are often situated so that a 
milk goat may be kept, and such a 
goat can find her own feed through- 
out’ the summer months,

weekly, the second big crux of the 
Chicago conference will be the ques-| 
tion whether in some way or other | 
the railroads’ lower operating costs | 
can be expected legitimately to bring! 
all more work. The pressure on the 
brotherhood and union heads is much 
less the pressure of men hungry for 
wages than of men hungry for work. 

The issue takes this form in the 
minds of the workers largely because, 
on the railroads, reduced wages can- 
not be expected to bring any early re- 
duetion of freight or passenger rates. 
It is not, therefore, as certain as in 
ordinary industry that lower hourly 
rates will mean more days’ work and 
a larger weekly pay check. 

_ I don’t know a railway head who 
isn’t himself certain that the volun- 
tary acceptance of the proposed cut 
will mean operating savings which 
will allow him to spend more money 
on keeping his engines, cars and 
tracks in better shape than at pres- 
ent. That will mean more work f&® 
the employes without meaning less ef- 
ficiency for the manager. It will also 
mean more buying from the country’s 
factories by their biggest customer, 
the railway industry. That, in turn, 
will mean more shipping and hence 
more railway work and better rail- 
way wages again—altogether a _ he- 
nevolent, spiral calculated to protect 
not only rajlway and other bonds, but 
also railway and all other earners 
throughout the country. 

No Assurance Given. 

But no railroad head can give any 
hard and fast guarantee that all this 
will happen. No manager can ear- 
mark any saving for'a stipulated ex- 
penditure unless he can be absolutely 
sure that this plan will prove the 
most efficient under actual conditions. 
Most of all, he must be unwilling to 
agree that he will spend money on, 
say, better-cared-for locomotives if, by 
chance, car loadings, already off by 
nearly 40 per cent from last year, 
should sink still further. 

To an outsider it looks as though 
the leaders of the high type repre- 
sented on both sides should be able to 
work out some formula which would 
embody — not the certainty, that 
doesn’t exist, but the probability that 
the prayed-for cut will spell more 
work. 

Nothing of course can be done on 
any railway sector which will bind 
all railway presidents with one string 
to the heads of all brotherhoods an 
unions, Similarly, of course, no ma- 
chinery exists by which those rail- 
ways dealing with company wniols 
can give to the national unions 
through one signature the hoped-for 
opportunity to organize in competition 
with the shop councils. 

Nevertheless it is certain that the 
leaders in Chicago are keeping very 
much in mind the precise, present 
moment relationship they enjoy re- 
specting both these issues with this 
railway executive and that. One defi- 
nite factor favoring the cut’s accept- 
ance is that more than a few face-to-

These leaders know 
as well as anyone—incidentally there 
are among them some economists who 
would do justice to Washington or 
Wall Street—that no worker ean 
put upon the railroad job at all until 
somebody, in exchange for certificates 
called bonds, puts up a cool $15,000 
for buying’ the wheels and tracks and 
throttles to which that single worker 
can put his hands for setting the 
whole magnificent round of transpor- 
tation in motion. 

What will count heavily in the dis- 
cussions, algo, is the recent news of 
- Wabash railway’s tragic.receiyer- 
ship, 

“Why should these railroaders,” I 
have heard many workers in our big 
industrial cities this past summer ask, 
“think that the government ought. to 
make them into teachers’ pets? Why 
should they sidestep cuts the rest of 
us have taken?’ 

Living Costs Fall. 


Important in this attitude, of 
course, is the widespread observation 
among all groups of workers as IL 
have observed lately while moving 
among them, that the cost of living, 
especially the cost of food and cloth- 
ing, is distinctly less. To sure, 


.the railroad men have suffered from 


short time. Most of our locomotives 
are téday being fired by men who 
have been engineers until the scarcity

of work forced them back into the ° 


places of firemen—‘bumped off” into 
furloughs by their shorter periods of 
service. But this part-time is, of 
course, universal. Worst of all, it 
is likely to become still more so if 
the country must stand for the fur- 
ther crumbling of railroad capital, the 
keystone in the weakened arch of our 
economic life. 


What today every railroader knows, 
whether in Chicago or elsewhere, is 
this—that while refusal of the cut 
would protect him for not only 
months, bit maybe a few years, ul- 
favorable public opinion then proba- 
bly would impose it through the va- 
rious boards, and so make unavoidable 
exactly the same long and tiresome 
series of mediations, stallings, arbi- 
trations and further stallings, before 
the cut could be displaced by a later 
raise. 

Against that, the present acceptance 
of the request leaves wage rates at 
present levels, to be resumed auto- 
matically one year hence. . \~ 

In any event, one thing iscertain. 
There is no body of workers or work- 
er representatives of a higher type 
than are those men who will assem- 
ble in Chicago. Furthermore, in no 
i ofthe industrial world do em- 

oyer aud employe trust and respect 
each other more—though it must be 
added, in frankness, that the fear of 
the brotherhoed heads that some day 


| they may be refused recognition by. a 


certain one of the country’s greatest 
railroads is a chief reason why these 
brotherhoods are today surprising the 
railroad executives by carrying on 
the present discussion shoulder to 
shoulder with the shop-crafts. 
‘What is most to be -hoped for is, 
first, that for the well-being of every 
one concerned, the cut may be quickiy 
accepted not only by the brotherhoo:|s 
but also by the other crafts. Secon:l- 


d|ly—and in the long run its impor- 


tance would be scarcely secondary—it 
is to be devoutly hoped that, follow- 
ing the cut, the railroads will begin 
individually and otherwise to work 
out, in co-operation with the brother- 
hoods and unions, plans for the sta- 
bilization of é¢mployment along lines 
already discussed in their conferences 
to date. . 

These plans, as carried forward by 
employer and employe under present 
conditions of mutual confidence, could 
not fail. to make economic history of 
the most valuable and permanent sort, 
whether in bad times or good.

DETROIT, Dec. 6.—(4)—The bod 
of Lowell R. Bayles, Springfield, 
Mass., air pilot who crashed to his 
death yesterday in an attempt. to 
shatter the world land plane speed 
record, will be taken late tomorrow 
to Newton, Ill, the home of his 
father, R. E. Bayles.

of the company in New York today. 

The announcement adds that nego- 
tiations for similar reductions are 
either in progress or will be initiated 
with the unions whose members are 
employed under contractural agree- 
ments governed by the railway labor 
act. Similar reductions for employes 
on the company’s lines in Mexico, it is 
stated, are also under active consid- 
eration through the procedure provid- 
ed by the laws of that country. 

The Southern Pacific is the third 
large railway system to announce its 
intention to reduce salaries and wages.

Every Bridge player, who has pass- 
ed beyond the neophyte class, réalizes 
the value of entry cards. Those who 
become expert realize the equal value 
of exit cards. An entry card is one 
which permits you access from one 
hand to the other. An exit card is one 
used to surrender the lead to an op- 
ponent. Obviously, Aces and Kings 
qualify as entry cards, but frequently 
the expert can make cards of entry 
out of even treys and four spots. The 
value of conserving cards of exit and 
entry is well illustrated in the hand 
which is discussed today.

The 
Trojans, beaten in their first game 
by St. Mary’s, of Oakland, but there- 
after invincible, smashed through 
Washington for a 44-7 win that gave 
them clear title to the conference flag. 

Tulane will play no more football 
until New Year’s Day, but Southern 
California has an important date with 
Georgia at Los Angeles this week.

CHRISTMAS BUYING 
GATHERS STRENGTH

NEW YORK, Dec. 6.—(4)—The 
appearance of Christmas buying has 
been one of the favorable factors in 
the week just ended.* Another has 
been the approach of colder weather. 
Retail sales as a whole gained mod- 
erately. Long-delayed orders for 
men’s apparel made their appearance, 
garment sales were a shade better 
and demand for leather goods was 
somewhat better. These gains were 
mixed with moderate further slowing 
down in some lines, but a seasonal 
improvement was recorded in retail 
business gencrally.

The wide fluctuations in prices, es- 
pecially in the railway obligations, 
brought market conditjons that kept 
dealers “guessing.” 

The market experienced a some- 
what severe shock early in the week 
when a receivership of the Wabash 
railway was announced. 

Wabash bonds fell as much as 20 
points overnight, and holders of other 
rail securities apparently were stam- 
peded into dumping their loans on the 
market at any price. Each day of 
the past week resulted in the rail av- 
erages dropping to a new low record. 
But the week closed with such roads 
as the Wabash, Missouri Pacific, Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Rock 
Island, Denver & Rio Grande, Great 
Northern, Illinois Central, New York 
Central recovering some portion of 
their losses. 

Outside of the railway despondency, 
foreign .bonds did more than anything 
else to unsettle the already nervous 
market.

NUMEROUS VARETES 
F HOLY GROW HER 


The word holly means to most peo- 
ple only the one well-known tree 80 
much used for decorations at Christ- 
mas time, but to those who have a 
knowledge -of. horticulture it may 
mean any one of a great number of 
beautiful trees or shrubs, 

The gy holly is similar to 
American holly, but handsomer. The 
leaves are darker and glossier and the 
berries are larger. 

The Chinese also has dark, glossy 
leaves. On the older plants there is 
only one spine at the end of the leaf. 
The plant makes around bush. 

These would be recognized as 
hollies by anyone. There are a num- 
of hollies, however, with a very 
different appearance, 

The Japanese variety is more like 
boxwood and has black berries. 

There are three evergreen shrubs 
native to Georgia that are really: hol- 
lies, although they do not have spiny 
leaves. They are all fairly common 
in moist. ground along the coast, but 
are rare in cultivation. The gallberry 
or inkberry has black berries. The 
Yaupon holly is sometimes a dense 

shrub similar to boxwood, but with 
bright red translucent berries. In 
moist, shady places it grows more rap- 
idly and is not so dense, 

he Dahoon holly, or Cassena ber- 
ry, is similar, but grows larger and 
has larger leaves. 
. There are also several native hol- 
lies that drop their leaves in winter. 
One of the best of these is called black 
alder, winterberry or ‘possum haw. 

ere are several evergreens that 
look very much like hollies, although 
botanically they are not. The holly- 
leaved tea olive, or Osmanthus, is a 
shrub with holly-like leaves, It 
blooms in November and December 
with white fragrant flowers. The fra: 
grant tea olive does not have the 
spiny leaves. It blooms in both spring 
and fall. 

The holly-leaved Mahonia or holly- 
rape, is a peculiar shrub with large 
eaves divided into leaflets, each of 
which resemble a holly leaf. The yel- 
low flowers come in late winter and 
are soon followed by blue berries. 

One unfortunate thing about the 
hollies is that the male and female 
flowers are born on separate plants 
and only female plants bear fruit. In 
the young plants the two sexes cannot 
be distinguished, and it is best to 
plant several to be sure of having ber- 
ries. If mature plants are used, there 
should be some of each sex to be sure 

that berries will be set. 

The Ashford Park Nurseries, on 
Peachtree road, have not only these 
plants, but also about everything else 
in the ornamental line that will thrive 
in this climate. 


STEEL OUTLOOK 
GROWS BRIGHTER 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 6.—4)—The 
price situation in the steel industry 
appears to be “on the road to clari- 
fication,” the magazine Steel said 
today.

000 tons of 20-inch for an Illinois 
extension of the Continental Construc- 
tion Corporation.

‘SHOW IMPROVEMENT 


NEW YORK, Dec. 6—Sales last 
week showed a little improvement 
over the previous week's but are be- 
low production except in the colored 
goods division. There has been dis- 
tinct mapeovenntins in ginghams, cham- 
brays, p aids, denims and other woven 
colored fabrics this fall so that for 
the nine weeks to date of the Jast 
quarter of the year our sales of col- 
ored goods have averaged 40 per cent 
in excess of production. 

_ The print cloth situation has con- 
tinued depressed with sstill lower 
prices on the staple constructions and 
the situation in this quarter of the 
market has reached such a point that 
it is disturbing to all concerned. 

A meeting of some of the leading 
converters and a group of the most 
prominent southern manufacturers is 
being held today to discuss the pres- 
ent situation from all angles in the 
hope that some definite plans can be 
laid that will lead to improvement. 
It would seem as if more goods were 
being produced than can be easily 
disposed of and that further curtail- 
ment is necessary. 

_ There has been plenty of good buy- 
ing in the market since the first of 
October, stocks are not large and un- 
filled orders are of good size, but 
the market has lacked just that little

Let the 
buyers feel some assurance that this 
constant pressure on the market *o 
sell is going to be lifted, and ‘it will 
be a much greater incentive to them 
to place orders than continual price- 
cutting has recently been. 

The Federal Reserve Bank of New 
York reports that October department 
store sales showed a decline in gen- 
eral merchandise of 9.4 per cent and 
a decline in stocks of 13 per cent 
from a year ago. Sales of cotton 
goods alone showed a decrease of only 
5.1 per cent with a reduction in stocks 
of 10.7 per cent—HUNTER & CO.

Stevens Assails “False 
Economy” on National 
Armaments. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Dec. 6.—(f) 
Criticising what he termed “false 
economy in the matter of our nation- 
al defense,” Henry L. Stevens Jr., of 
North Carolina, national commander 
of the American Legion, today voiced 
an appeal for full American naval 
strength under the terms of the Lon- 
don treaty and an increase in the 
standing army as aids to unemploy- 
ment. 

In an address before a conference 
of Louisiana Legion officials, Stevens 
said, “The regular army is down to a 
point where they are simply a bunch 
of technicians, army college profes- 
sors, who in the case of emergency, 
would become the instructors and per- 
haps the higher officers and command- 
ers of an army that would be formed 
when such an emergency arrives.” 

“We have heard a great deal late- 
ly about economy,” he said. “This 
year, as never before, I am afraid it 
is being misconstrued into false econo- 
my in the matter of our national de- 
fense, when we have just yonder in 
our back yard, in the Pacific, the be- 
ginning of what looks like will be 
serious trouble, when thoughts are 
running through the minds of the peo- 
ple of maybe two or three nations 
which are not altogether flattering to 
the people of the United States... . 
It is our duty to insist and demand 
that the government not jeopardize 
the great material wealth of this mag- 
nificent land by our failure to pro- 
vide adequate national defense. 

“IT can remember well, as so can 
you, eight or nine years ago, when 
our splendid fleet was- taken and lit- 
erally scuttled, thrown to the far 
winds and destroyed, And today we 
have built under our program, they 
tell me from reliable sources, ships 
which lack a certain something that 
prevents our navy from pointing the 
guns in seA that half rolls. 

“The London treaty pared us down 
low enough, but we now lack 20 per 
eent of having lived up to its pro- 
visions. The building of a -warship 
includes only 20 per cent material and 
SO per cent labor. That would go a 
long way toward finding jobs for 
many people, just the construction 
of ships provided for in the London 
treaty which the American public gen- 
erally believed would be constructed 
when the treaty was signed.” 

The army, he said, “is just as bad 
off,” and directed criticism at cur- 
tailment in enlisted strength and pro- 
posed reductions in national guard 
appropriations, 

He declared the Legion was inter- 
ested in the promotion of peace, but 
was in favor of preserving the nation- 
al guard, “our first line of defense.” 


Medical Student 
Serves Science 


Through Death 


BOSTON, Dec. 6.—()—A mother 
Saturday told the saga of her son, a 
Harvard medical student who, suffer- 
ing from an incurable ailment, cata- 
logued 
during the closing days of his life and 
then directed his body to be dissected 
in the interests of science. 

Alfred Zymour Reinhart had been 
graduated from Harvard with highest 
honors and had just completed his 
third year in the medical school when 
he discovered symptoms of a_ heart 
trouble which indicated that he had 
not long to live. Turning to his 
brother he said, “I'll be dead in four 
months.” 

He spent a last few days at home 
and then entered the Peter Bent Brig- 
ham hospital where he watched the 
progress of his affliction and studied 
|similar cases. Later he transferred 
‘to the Thorndike Memorial laboratory 
of the Boston City hospital. 

As life waned, he fought off the 
pain of his disease and made nota- 
tions of his observations. Four dayg 
before his death called in a stenog- 
rapher and dictated them to her. 

Death came but there was one more 
phase of his work to be enacted. He 
had ordered an autopsy on his body 
and’ had told physicians just what 
they might expect to find. 

Just two hours after he died Dr. 
Soma Weiss of the Harvard Medieal 
school performed the autopsy while 
classmastes of Reinhart stood in silent 
rows around the City hospital am- 
phitheater. Reinhart’s predictions 
were found to be correct.

Slim But Definite Chance 
Seen for Party Co-operation 


Question of Conservatism 
vs. Radicalism Also Un- 
settled as 72d Congress 
Begins Work. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 6.—In the 
congress meeting on Monday, two po- 
tential developments engage the at- 
tention of leaders of both parties with- 
in congress and outside. One of the 
conditions has taken a form more 
concrete than discussion and consists 
of a definite attempt to bring about 
co-operation between the two parties, 
particularly between the democratic 
house and the republican president. 
The very earnest promoters of this 
course, including serious leaders in 
both parties, start with the promise 
that “we,” meaning the country in the 
economic sense, “have our backs 
against the wall.” Conceding the ex- 
istence of a national crisis, they are 
proceeding upon faith that a condi- 
tion of suspense of partisanship can 
be achieved in which the actions of 
congress and the government will be 
helpful and not harmful. They have 
made tangible progress. This fact 
constitutes the most important aspect 
of the opennig of congress. 

To overemphasize the condition or 
continue 
would be misleading. The dangers 0 
misadventure to a state of harmony 
are innumerable. These dangers are 
illustrated by an episode of the past 
few days. There arose’ among the 
democrats, during the days immedi- 
ately preceding the opening, a suspi- 
cion that the republican administra- 
tion would, as democrats expressed it, 
‘“nass the buck” in the matter of tax- 
ation. The suspicion, as voiced by the 
two most important democratic - pa- 
pers in the country, was that the 
president would merely point out to 
the democratic house the existence of 
a deficit in the treasury and would 
put upon the democrats the burden of 
initiating a tax revision which must 
always be unpopular. The very gro- 
tesqueness of such a suspicion illus- 
trates the sort of thing likely to arise 
at a time like this. ; 

The suspicion seems utterly with- 
out foundation. The president will rec- 
ommend a tax revision and the de- 
tailed recommendations for the pro- 
posed revision will be laid before the 
democratic house in the same manner 
in which they have been laid before 
republican houses in the past. There 
is now some prospect that there may 
be an approximation of co-operation 
in agreeing upon a non-partisan tax 
measure. 

The difficulties in the way of 
achieving a spirit of non-partisanship 
or preserving it throughout the ses- 
sion are very great. Co-operation be- 
tween parties is the negation of poli- 
tics, and it is difficult to imagine 
both parties and all members of both 
parties forgetting politics day after 
day during a winter when a presi- 
dential election is immediately on the 
horizon. The normal tendency of a 
congress this close to a presidential 
election is to devote most of the ses- 
sion to maneuvering for party ad- 
vantage, piling up material for charge 
and counter-charge in the ensuing 
campaign and otherwise stimulating 
the spirit of partisan combat. Never- 
theless the fact is that a decidedly 
measura’’: approach to non-partisan- 
ship has actually been achieved, and 
those who have brought it about are 
determined to go on. It is a thin 
little wisp of mutual co-operation, but 
it exists. : 

The other important question 18 
whether the session will be conserva- 
tive or radical. Normally a congress 
legislating in time of depression is 
disposed to be radical. The fact so 
fur is, however, that some measurable 
approach toward conservatism has 
come from quarters where it was lit- 
tle expected. When the .democrats 
gained control of the house, condi- 
tions of seniority and other condi- 
tions practically dictated that the 
democratic floor leader and spokes- 
man should be Congressman Henry 
T. Rainey, of Illinois. Rainey be- 
longs conspicuously in the group that 
is called radical by those who disap- 
prove them or progressive by those 
who approve. He is the democratic 
equivalent of Progressive Republican 
Senator Norris, of Nebraska. 

When it became apparent. that 
Rainey would be the democratic of- 
ficial spokesman on the floor, conser- 
vative democrats were dismayed and 
considered the device of a steering 
committee designed, in part, at least, 
to hold Rainey in check. Neverthe- 
less, Rainey, in the first concrete pro- 
posal for legislation that has come 
from him, has shown markedly the 
moderation that accompanies respon- 
sibility. Rainey’s proposal for tariff 
revision only to the extent of promot- 
ing reciprocal rates with other na- 
tions is far from an extreme demo- 
cratic program and is one that re- 
publicans could readily agree upon.

$5,000 000GRAFTTRIAL 
OPENSTODAYINCHICAGO 


CHICAGO, Dee. 5.—(/)—A $5,000,- 
000 graft conspiracy trial involving 
nine former trustees and employes of 
the sanitary district of Chicago comes 
before a three-judge criminal court to- 
morrow. ; 

Eleven hundred witnesses will be 
called by the state. 

A truckload of records of the sani- 
tary district will be produced in the 
prosecution’s effort to prove the de- 
fendants misspent the taxpayers’ mil- 
lions in padding pay rolls, gilding con- 
tracts awarded without competitive 
bidding, constructing a million-dollar 
bridle path beyond their prescribed 
province, and committing other ex- 
travagances. 

Two of the nine defendants still are 
members of the board of trustees that 
supervises the drainage system of the 
Chicago metropolitan area—James M. 
Whalen and John J. Touhy. These 
and six co-defendants—Timothy J. 
Crowe, board president; Frank J. 
Link, John K. Lawler and August W. 
Miller, trustees: John T. Miller, for- 
mer superintendent of plants, and 
Martin E. Delstein, real estate agent 
—all were administrators of the dis- 
trict in the era of 1927 and 1928. The 
ninth defendant is Timothy J. Con- 
nolly, former purchasing agent, a fugi- 
tive from justice since the indictments 
were returned. 

The case has pursued a_ tortuous 
path through the courts since the sen- 
sational purported expose more than 
two years ago. For six months, spe- 
cial grand juries in 1929, supported by 
popular subscription, examined the 
mass of evidence and finally indicted 
the officials on several counts. 

Eventually the indictments were dis- 
missed but new ones were voted. Some 
of the counts were stricken. At 
length, after a brush between Chief 
Justice Harry M. Fisher and the spe- 
cial prosecutor, John Northup, the 
general conspiracy indictment was up- 
held and Judge Fisher directed the 
trial to begin December 7 before him- 
self, sitting en banc with Judges John 
Prystalski and James J. Kelly.
